The Republican ¡.arty in tlie .State of Ne w 
York has testified anew to the capacity and 
readiness of the party to meet every great 
issue affecting civilization, and that at all 
relates to the perpetuity of American in­ 
stitutions. 
The New York Republicans 
have struck out with no uncertain vigor in 
the direction indicated by the national 
platform to be the drift of the party in 
matters concerning the liquer traffic. 
The National Convention pledged the 
party sympathy, which is equivalent to 
party action in proper time, for every wise 
movement to conserve the sobriety of the 
people and the purity of the home. 
Now 
come the Republicans of the Empire State 
and declare that the Democratic Adminis­ 
tration of that State has placed itself 
squarely across the path of reform and pro­ 
gress, in obstructing the effort to regulate 
and control the liquor traffic. They de­ 
clare that it is wise and economic to put 
upou the outlaw whisky a greater share of 
the burdens of Government due to its influ­ 
ence. These courageous Republicans do 
not fear to pledge the party to taxation of 
the liquor traffic in such degree as will lift 
-some of the heavy burdens of taxation 
from the homes of the land. 
Those doubt­ 
ing Republicans, who have feared to pro­ 
nounce upon a question that is to-day agi­ 
tating the entire Union, may take courage 
from the party platform adopted at Sara­ 
toga. 
The party is nothing if not progressive; 
it sees, what every thinking man knows is 
inevitable, that the traffic must be put 
under greater control or it will rule party 
and nation, and the most immediate, di­ 
rect and feasible method of the present it 
declares to be visitation upon liquor of a 
greater share of the burdens of taxation— 
in other words, high license. 
It was this 
sentiment that gave birth to the organiza­ 
tion known as the anti-saloon Republi­ 
cans. 
The latter, a body of courageous 
and far-seeing men, are content with the 
declaration in the national platform, and 
are to-day working shoulder to shoulder 
for the success of the national party. 
They were strong in the Saratoga Conven­ 
tion, and the platform proves that their 
influence was potent. 
The platform is no less fearless upon the 
question of assisted immigration and the 
protection of American labor and institu­ 
tions by putting up the bars against the 
influx of criminal, pauper and cheap-labor 
immigration. 
This declaration is supple­ 
mented by a resolution declaring that the 
need is pressing for the revision of the 
naturalization laws and the correction of 
abuses under the present system. These 
statutes are not observed in letter or in 
spirit. 
It is easier to-day to become an 
American citizen without qualification for 
th at distinction or comprehension of the 
duties it involves, than it is to deed by 
quit claim the least of realty possessions. 
The New York Republicans, by their plat 
form, have given the best of reasons for 
the existence of the party, and have 
borne witness to the fact that its mission, 
so far from being ended, is as yet but in 
the bud. 


T h b Albany Evening Journal says the 
Republican party is the party of the home. 
Very true, 
it is the party that has had 
the courage to meet a question most pro­ 
foundly concerning the home—“ free or 
servile labor.” 
It was the only party that 
rose equal to the task of demanding that 
the soil of tlie nation should be free soil 
for free homes. There is no other great 
question that it is not able to meet. It is 
the portv of all others that is equal to any 
emergency that confronts the nation. Its 
history has been one of contention with 
evil, and it will be the history of its future. 
It struck ofl tlie slaves’ shackles, and it is 
able to and will sever any bond that ham­ 
pers the free man. 
It opened the West to 
homes; it did more than pioneer the way 
—it created, defended and put into force 
the homostead law for occupancy of public 
lands, and that, too, against the united 
opposition of the Democratic party. 
For 
nine years it labored for that beneficent 
measure, and in every instance was met 
by the bitter opposition of the Democracy'. 
Who to-day would have the temerity to 
ask the repeal of the homestead laws, 
through which a half-million of people 
have been enabled to carve homes out of the 
public lands of the nation?

liquors, tlie manager enrolling them as 
members, they paying staled foes for their 
privileges in the club. 
Each member hail 
a latch-key and entrance t»* the club 
rooms at will. Once inside they were en­ 
titled to to many drinks of liquor upo>i 
their membership tickets. In deciding the 
case the Court said : 
The question w hether, und r th e present 
h igh lio rn a law, a ciub has th a right to lu m ish 
liquor to its m em bers, is one w hich lias not yet 
been judicially determ ined, and I d o ro t now 
express an y nofqiou—cert»’rdy none averse !o 


'-ucfc rights. W haiever may be the standing of 
a bona-fide club, there can be no question about 
loose w hich have been form ed for th e purpose 
ot an evasion of th e law . None such found will 
be available to escape th e penalty. At th e same 
tim e, as you h a w . no doubt, rouccived th a t you 
had a right to sell under the cover of aclub, and 
as it is a new offense and your first one. I will 
make your sentence Ugh*. 'i t will be sufficient, 
however, to be a warning for the future. Any 
one following in your footsteps m ay be sure of 
receiving a much heavier sentence. 
I sentence 
you to three m onths. 
In another case the Philadelphia Court 
punished a defendant for selling liquor on 
Snnday, and for selling without a license, 
$500 and six months’ imprisonment, and 
$50 and six months of confinement. The 
sentiment of the people of Philadelphia is 
so strong in support of the high license 
law, and so determined concerning its 
enforcement, that it is now conceded the 
law cannot be broken down and will not be 
repealed. 
The same sentiment, somewhat 
modified in its manifestations, prevails in 
Illinois, and in several other States. 
It is 
evident that the movement for control and 
regulation is gaining greatly, and its pro­ 
pulsive power is steadily augmenting. 
It 
is safe to say that before another half de­ 
cade has passed it will have taken hold 
upon the majority of the States of the 
Union.

Out in Idaho, at Boise City, they had a 
Democratic Territorial Convention on the 
2od instant.

Mr. Hawley nor the Democratic party 
could carry any two out of any six coun­ 
ties in northern Idaho. 
Then the Con­ 
vention adjourned much after the manner 
of a funeral. 


D e n n is K e a r n e y , the traveling side­ 
show of the Democratic menagerie, is de­ 
claiming from odd street corners against 
General Harrison, denouncing him as pro- 
Cliinese. The charge is not worthy of 
much notice in the face of the facts; but 
it is noticeable that Kearney has nothing 
to say about Mr. Cleveland.

Stanford’s Washington home, writes Frank 
G. Carpenter in the August Cosmopolitan. 
Its portieres are brocaded in gold, in figures 
that a queen might envy, and beautiful 
embroideries, rare curios and wonderful 
things, gathered from the four corners of 
the earth, look at you from every side. 1 
wish you could see her diamonds, every 
set of which is worlh many times the value 
of a king's ransom, and four sets of which, 
it is stated in the newspapers, cost $600.000. 
I wish I could paint her magnificent cos­ 
tumes, in which she appears at the White 
House receptions, and could at the same 
time show you the unostentatious democ­ 
racy' and kindness of heart which she dis­ 
plays toward all with whom she comes in 
contact. She is a tall, stately lady, well 
formed and well rounded. She believes in 
doing good with her money, and her acts 
of charity are more numerous thau the 
I world is aware of. It was a kind thing to 
give one of her handsomest dinners to the 
boy pages of the United States Senate, and 
it ie a wise charity which she and her hus­ 
band are engaged in—the giving of $20 000,­ 
000 to found a university in California. 
Neither she nor Senator Stanford publish 
their charities, and I hear ot kiud things 
every day which they do for deserving peo­ 
ple. 
Mrs.-Stanford's receptions are largely at­ 
tended, and during the past winter sire has 
given many fine dinners. A toneof her re- 
oeptions-General Grant’s widow received 
with her, and I saw the eyes of white­ 
haired Generals ñllw itc tears as they shook 
the hands of the two ladies. Mrs. Eton 
ford's greatest loss has been that of her son, 
who, extraordinarily bright, had almost 
reached man hood, when ho died of Roman 
feveT while traveling in Europe. His por­ 
trait has the honored place tin the htanford 
drawing-room, and the fresh flowers which 
are always wreathed around it bring the 
hearts of every motherly caller closer to 
M ra. Stanford as it meets their .eyes.

[Boston Post, August 18th.] 
Previous to 1885 it was only now and 
then, and through some stroke of private 
enterprise, that the lusoiou3 fruits ripened 
upon the Pacific slope found their way to 
Boston tables, and these, in nearly every 
case, the tables of the wealthy. 
In 1886 
one carload of California fruit was shipped 
to a firm in Boston, and sold by them to 
those who were able to purchase. 
In 1887 
the firm of Blake & Ripley, the merchants 
aliove alluded to, were so much encour­ 
aged by their modest venture that that 
summer they were the consignees of forty 
carloads. 
At the end of this week they 
will have received during the present sea­ 
son seventy carloads. 
To this number 
they confidently expect that the remainder 
of the season will add thirty more car­ 
loads. 
Their outlook for the next and 
succeeding summers, in bringing the fruits 
of California to Boston, expands in a pro­ 
gressive ratio which at least indicates the 
establishment of a vast new traffic with 
tlie extreme West. The Fitchburg Rail­ 
road Company, over whose lines exclu­ 
sively the fruit has this year come to Bos­ 
ton, have been very much struck by the 
proportions the business lias so suddenly 
assumed. General Freight Agent H art­ 
well said to the writer yesterday that—to 
use his own language: 
“ It is getting to 
be a great thing.” 
It will l>e of interest, 
then, to describe the transportation from 
the Pacific to the Atlantic coast of the 
rich spoils of California’s orchards and 
vineyards. 
The originators of the enterprise are tlie 
California Fruit Union, which is composed 
of 800 of the most prominent fruit-growers 
and shippers in the State. 
It is not sur­ 
prising, but most pleasant to learn, that 
the President of this important business 
combination is a “ Massachusetts boy ”— 
P. E. Platt. 
Its General Manager, L. W. 
Buck, is a native of our neighboring 
Knickerbocker town, New York. 
The 
fruits which are sent to us are grown al­ 
most exclusively in the northern part of 
California, much of it in Placer county, 
and the greater portions of Natoma and 
Vacaville sections. 
The pears, which 
form an important part of tlie consign­ 
ments, come largely from the valleys of 
the Sacramento and American rivers. The 
kinds of fruit which are selected for the 
Eastern market are—in the order of their 
ripening—apricots, peaches, pears, plums 
and grapes. Of each of these we get a 
large number of varieties. The principal 
varieties of the apricots are the Royal 
(which constitute nine-tenths of the ship­ 
ments of this fruits), Thissell’s seedling, 
Morpark and the peach apricot. 
The 
peaches include the Alexander, 
early 
Crawford, Ilale’s early, late Crawford anil 
about eight other varieties. Of plums 
there are about ten different kinds, includ­ 
ing the purple Duane, Columbia and Mag­ 
num Bouutn. 
No les3 than twenty-one 
varieties of pears are shipped, of which 
the chief are Bartletts and the Beurre 
Hardy. The varieties of grapes which we 
are permitted to taste reach thirteen, the 
roost prominent being Muscats and Tokays. 
None of them are wine grapes; the Cali­ 
fornians keep all those “ to hum ;” they 
are satisfied that they can make better 
wine than New Englanders could and can 
wring a greater profit out of the descend­ 
ants of the Puritans by selling them the 
necturous liquid than by giving them the 
potential grape. The reader now has a 
knowledge of the senders of the fruit, the 
localities whence it is obtained and the 
kinds of fruit. 
The next step brings the golden mer­ 
chandise together in 
Sacramento city, 
which it reaches from the different sec­ 
tions at a very low rate of freight. 
As a 
rule, the fruit cars are loaded wholly or 
in part before arriving at that city—in the 
railroad towns convenient to the fruit­ 
growing regions. 
The fruit has been 
packed by Chinamen in twenty-pound and 
forty-pound boxes—the former for apricots, 
peaches and plums, and the latter for 
pears and double cases of grapes. 
It is 
packed in tiers, witli the greatest care and 
nicety, each separate morsel of dclicious- 
ness being wrapped in so t paper. The 
cars are specially constructed for the shin­ 
d en t of fruit, and are all alike. They 
have the Miller platform to permit their 
being attached to passenger cars, and are 
equipped witli air brakes. In general ap­ 
pearance they do not ditli r from the ordi­ 
nary freight car, except that at either end 
they have wire screens instead of a solid 
wood inclosure. The boxes are skillfully 
packed in the cars so as to leave abundant 
ventilating spaces. 
A t Sacramento the trains are made up, 
ten fruit cars constituting a tram. They 
are fast special trains, and six of the cars 
eventually arrive at Chicago in less time 
than the passenger trains consume. They 
do not all, however, arrive there over the 
same road. The original train of ten cars 
proceeds over the Central and Union P a­ 
cific railways as far as the Missouri river. 
There the cars are divided among the four 
trunk lines running from Omaha to Chi­ 
cago. 
At Omaha one ear is consigned to 
the agent of the California Fruit Union 
in that city. 
Another is switched ofl' at 
Kansas City, another at St. Louis, another 
at St. Paul, and one more is detached 
when Chicago is reached. 
The run to Chicago lias been accom­ 
plished in four days and a half. There 
the cars, now reduced to five in number, 
are attached to a passenger train on the 
Erie Railway. 
A t New York two or 
three of the cars, as tlie case may he, are 
consigned ; the other two or three continue 
over the Erie road to Binghamton, where 
they are transferred to the Fitchburg’s 
lines. The time consumed between Sac­ 
ramento and Boston has been about six 
days. Tlie carloads are delivered to Blake 
A Kipley, who are tlie agents in Boston of 
the Fruit Union. 
The whole cost of 
transportation is, upon an average, $500 
per carload. 
Blake & Ripley have, how­ 
ever, ]laid as much as $801 on a single car­ 
load, and, siuce the receipt of their first 
consignment, on June 13th, have paid 
weekly freight charges ranging between 
$5,500 and $6,500. 
From the Fitchburg depot the fruit is 
escorted to the auction house of H. Harris 
A Co., 227 State street, and is disfiosed of 
altogether at auction. 
This system of sell­ 
ing is, in the opinion of Mr. Ripley, the 
secret of the success which ha3 this year 
attended tlie enterprise of the California 
I ruit I nion. 
To Boston the credit be­ 
longs of inaugurating the system. 
It was 
afterward adopted in other "cities, and the 
Chicago pajiers, with the cool effrontery 
which characterizes them, have sought to 
rob the llu b o t its distinction and confer 
it upon tlie plebiau lake city. 
It is chiefly the earliness of the Califor­ 
nia fruit which gives it a market here. 
H ie moment Delau'are peaches and other 
Southern fruit begiu to reacli us the Cali­ 
fornia shipments become fewer, and finally 
cease altogether, the reason 
being, of 
course, that the cost of transjiortation 
across tlie continent renders competition 
witli Southern fruit impossible at present. 
The unusually large grape crop in Califor­ 
nia this year will, however, enable the 
shippers to prolong their Eastern market 
till November. 
As the production of 
I«aches increases in California, says Mr. 
Ripley, as it must in tlie near future, and 
as beuer freight rates are obtained, Cali­ 
fornia. pe*clies will compete successfully 
with thu.se of Delaware or any other coun­ 
try in the world. 
Their strong point is 
their keeping quality. The dryness of the 
California climate prevents them from ab­ 
sorbing moisture, and acts as a preserva­ 
tive. Their eating quality has found de­ 
tractors, but only requires a fair test to 
convince tlie disinterested that it cannot 
be surpassed. All the fruit keeps in a re­ 
markable manner, considering the distsnce 
of transportation, not more than twenty- 
five per cent, being lost from all causes. 
Blake A Ripley do not quite monopolize 
the business, fifteen carloads having been 
consigned ibis season to Snow A Co., Mar­ 
ket street.

LOCAL INT&Ü6EHCS. 


A P r o m isin g S ectio n . 
A correspondent, writing iroiu the south­ 
ern portion of the county, says : “I wish 
to call your attention to the southern part 
of 8acramento county bounded by the 
Oosumnes, Mokelumne and Sacramento 
rivers, and especially the section some­ 
times known as the Bradford neighbor­ 
hood. 
Bradford 
Brothers 
commenced 
where they now live experimenting in 
grape growing without irrigation, increas­ 
ing their acreage of vineyard until they 
have a landscape of beauty that is an honor 
to any part of the State, situated almost 
under the shade of the Capitol, and un­ 
known to her citizens. We have here ten 
citizens owning from 000 to 2,000 acres 
each that will grow the vine, olive, fig, 
almond, peach, apricot and other fruit 
without irrigation. My motive in writing 
is to have you interest capital in buying 
these large tracts, cut them up in forty and 
eighty-acre tracts, and induce Eastern peo­ 
ple to make their homes here, increasing 
our population and wealth. Fifteen years 
ago this portion of the county was by its 
settlers almost considered worthless, ex­ 
cept for grazing. We discovered it was 
valuable for raising wheat, and we have 
never known a total failure. Now it is 
demonstrated to be a fruit belt equal to 
any portion of the State. Yes, the orange, 
lemon and pomegranate of Scripture find a 
geniai home here.” 


T h e P o sto ffice B u ild in g . 
When Congress passed the bill appro­ 
priating money for the erection of a Federal 
building in this city, most everyone said 
it would be years before the same would be 
constructed, owing to the great amount of 
red-tape transactions that would be neces 
sary, and all of which took time.

A n o th e r B ond Case. 
The case of Julius Hausmeister vs. W. 
E. Gerber, Treasurer of the city of Sacra­ 
mento, instituted in San Francisco, has 
been transferred to this county by order of 
Court. 
The petitioner recites that the 
Mayor and Common Council of tie city of 
Sacramento, between the year 1851 and the 
30th day of April, 1858, became indebted to 
divers persons in sums of money amount­ 
ing in the aggregate to more than $1,400,­ 
000, for the greater portion of which in­ 
debtedness bonds were issued, bearing in­ 
terest at a greater rate than six per cent, 
per annum. That in accordance with the 
provisions of an Act of the Legislature 
passed April 24, 1858—which Act organized 
as a municipal corporation all the territory 
known as the city of Sacramento and the 
territory known as the county of Sacra­ 
mento—the Treasurer of the said city and 
county prepared, issued and delivered, in 
liquidation of legal debts and liabilities 
against the city, bonds for sums of money 
amounting in the aggregate to the sum of 
$1,474,800, or thereabouts. That said bonds 
were made payable to bearer and had 
annual interest coupons attached, at the 
rate of six per cent, per annum, said inter­ 
est being made payable on the first day of 
January of each year. 
The plaintiff ihen gives the numbers 
and amount of interest dne on coupons of 
whioji he is owner, the aggregate’ being 
$6,511 50. He alleges that he is informed 
and believes that there is now in the sink­ 
ing fund, subject to payment on said in­ 
terest coupons, the sum of $10,000. That 
said coupons have been presented to W. 
K. Gerber, payment demanded and refused. 
^ Plaintiff therefore prays for a mandate of 
Court ordering and directing W. E. Gerber 
to pay to petitioner oat of said interest and 
sinking fund the sum of $6,511 50. 
Rosenbaum & Sheeline are attorneys for 
plaintiff and Taylor & Holl for respond­ 
ent.

two hours and a half. There is no know­ 
ing when the fire will be extinguished, as 
when once these mountain fires are started 
it is impossible to guess when they can be 
stopped.”
